CTA will collect $1.2M 
for unpaid Ventra fares

Problems with Ventra fare-payment equip- 
ment have resulted in nearly 1 million free 
CTA bus and train rides since October, the 
cost of which will be covered by the compa- 
ny that launched the system, transit officials 
said Monday. 

Cubic Transportation Systems, which 
hasn’t received a penny on its almost half- 
billion-dollar contract, has agreed to pay the 
CTA roughly $1.2 million, transit officials 
said. 

“This is the amount we are submitting to 
Cubic for reimbursement,” CTA spokesman 
Brian Steele said. “Cubic has reviewed our 
methodology, and they have indicated to us 
that they will reimburse us.” 

The CTA estimates that 930,061 free 
rides, overwhelmingly on buses, occurred 
due to failures with Ventra equipment be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Dec. 19, the transit agency 
said. 

Asked whether Cubic has agreed to re- 
imburse the full amount and how soon the 
company will submit payment to the CTA, 


Matt Cole, a Cubic executive vice president, 
said, “All of these matters are the subject of 
an ongoing discussion between the CTA and 
Cubic.” 

The CTA has not set a date to phase out 
the fare system that Ventra will replace and 
to begin paying Cubic on its $454 million 
contract. CTA President Forrest Claypool 
has set three main conditions that must be 
met, relating to customer service and Ven- 
tra equipment reliability, before starting the 
clock. 

The breakdowns with Ventra hardware 
and software that hit the bus system the 
hardest have been traced in large measure to 
data-communication lapses between Ventra 
readers on buses and computer servers at 
Ventra’s back offices, officials said. 

In many cases, even when Ventra readers 
recorded fares, it took seconds to do so, caus- 
ing lines of boarding passengers to back up. 
Cubic’s contract calls for fare-transaction 
speeds of a half-second or less. 

Once the CTA decides that Ventra is 
largely bug-free and well on its way to full de-

WHEREIS 
CONCEALED 
CARRY ALLOWED? 


Here are some scenarios under which people 
licensed to carry a concealed firearm will be al- 
lowed—or not allowed—to do so in Illinois. 


Concealed carry 
will be prohib- 
ited at restaurants that make 
more than 50 percent of gross 
GOING receipts from alcohol within 
the previous three months. 
Restaurant owners will be re- 


quired to make that clear to patrons. Other estab- 
lishments can decide whether to allow it. 


Concealed carry 
is prohibited 
inside museums, zoos, Casi- 
nos and amusement parks. 
However, people are allowed a 
money short time to store an unload- 
ed firearm in their car’s glove 


compartment, trunk or a locked case while in the 
parking lot at these otherwise prohibited areas. 


You may carry a 
concealed fire- 
arm while walking or riding a 
bike on a public sidewalk on 
WALKING the way home, to work or to 
your vehicle. Under the new 
law, transporting a concealed

After a hard-fought battle, Illinois residents next month can begin applying for permits to carry concealed guns in public. But 


those who do could face another challenge: figuring out where it’s legal to carry a firearm and where having a gun could land 


them in jail. 


While the Illinois statute lays out nearly two dozen places where guns are prohibited —including schools, public parks, gov- 


ernment offices and hospitals —it also includes caveats that might seem confusing, even contradictory, particularly to novice 


gun carriers. 


For example, the law prohibits guns at 
events where there is a large gathering of 
people, like neighborhood street festi- 
vals. But it allows people with guns to walk 
through a public gathering on the way home, 
to work or to their car. 

That means, according to some firearms 
instructors, that people could legally walk 
through the crowd at the South Side Irish 
Parade with a gun tucked in their belt, but 
they couldn’t hang around and watch the 
performances. 

“Tt’s like a Byzantine maze,” said Colleen 
Lawson, owner of Lawson Handgun Insti- 
tute, a firearms training facility on the North 
Side. “It’s possible to get through it without 
breaking any laws, but it’s tricky.” 

In most cases, permit holders can leave 
their gun in the glove compartment or the 
trunk of their vehicle in the parking lot when 
they go to the Field Museum, Brookfield 
Zoo or other entertainment venues where 
firearms are prohibited. But when they go 
to the post office, they'd better park on the 
street. Under federal law, firearms aren’t even 
allowed in the parking lot of a post office in 
Illinois and most other states. 

Though instructors are required to teach 
the basics of the Illinois and federal statutes 
during the 16-hour training course, Lawson 
and others said it is inevitable that inadver- 
tent violations will occur. So it is important 
that permit holders be as familiar as possible 
with the laws. 

The new law also could pose a challenge 
for law enforcement, according to Cook 
County sheriff’s officials. 

“There is going to be a learning curve for 
prosecutors and law enforcement as people 
carrying concealed weapons on our streets 
in Illinois becomes a reality, particularly in 
Cook County,” said Cara Smith, spokes- 
woman for Sheriff Tom Dart. 


“We are very heavily populated and also 
home to a tremendous amount of gun vio- 
lence. ... It will be a challenge on multiple 
fronts,” she said. 

Lawmakers were forced to cobble to- 
gether the new law after the 7th US. Circuit 
Court of Appeals struck down the state’s 
long-standing concealed carry ban in De- 
cember 2012. 

Some gun rights supporters said the law 
is needlessly complicated because legisla- 
tors had to try to appease the anti-gun lobby 
in Chicago as well as the 
pro-gun lobby Downstate 
in order to get it through 
the General Assembly. Gun 
supporters point to discrep- 
ancies in the law, such as 
firearms being off-limits in 
Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves but legal in forest pre- 
serves in the rest of the state. 

Lindsay Nichols, an at- 
torney for the Law Center to 
Prevent Gun Violence, said 
there is no reason permit 
holders can’t comply with 
the law. Her concern with 
the law is not so much where 
you can or cannot take a gun 
but who is allowed to carry 


One of 19 states with a 
so-called “shall issue” rule 
for both residents and non- 
residents, Illinois must issue a license to 
any applicant who meets the requirements, 
without determining whether he or she has a 
legitimate reason for carrying it. 

The state has 90 days to process the ap- 
plications, meaning it could be April before 
most licenses are issued. 

Other states have grappled with ques- 


WHAT IF YOU MISSTEP? 


There are serious penalties for violations of the concealed carry law. The first offense is a Class B 
misdemeanor, which has a maximum penalty of 180 days in jail and a $2,500 fine. A second vio- 
lation is a Class A misdemeanor, which could result in up to a year in jail, a $2,500 fine and a six- 
month suspension of the concealed carry license. A three-time offender could get the same jail 
sentence, the same fine and a permanent revocation of the concealed carry license.

tions about guns in the workplace, both in- 
side the building and in the parking lot, and 
the thorny issue of carrying guns on private 
property, such as in retail stores and movie 
theaters. 

As far as gun control advocates are con- 
cerned, there are two key issues: keeping 
guns out of places where alcohol is con- 
sumed and sensitive areas where children 
and families gather. But gun rights advocates 
said that would make firearms illegal just 
about everywhere. 

“There are things in the 
law that complicate the is- 
sues,” said Richard Pearson, 
executive director of the II- 
linois State Rifle Associa- 
tion. “Those things haven’t 
been a problem for permit 
holders in other states, and 
they won't be in Illinois. 
They need to be stream- 
lined so it’s not a prohibiter 
to the cardholders.” 

Brian Malte, national 
policy director for the 
Brady Campaign to Pre- 
vent Gun Violence, said the 
NRA has a track record of 
getting states to gradually 
ease up on requirements, 
often after initially throw- 
support behind 
tougher standards. 

“They got legislators to 
agree that certain places were not appropri- 
ate for firearms, that there should be train- 
ing and that there should be background 
checks. And year by year, brick by brick, they 
go out to repeal these things they helped set 
up,” Malte said. 

Pearson said people are worried about the 
criminal misuse of firearms and want to un- 
fairly punish the law-abiding community. 

“Tf yow’re walking through an outdoor art 
show and you can’t stop and take a look at 
the art, it doesn’t make sense,” Pearson said. 
“The legal permit carriers aren’t the prob- 
lem. The people who are the problem are the 
gangbangers, the illegal carriers of firearms, 
the drug dealers. 

“Tm sure if they’re carrying and want to 
stop and look at the artwork, they will.”
